HEAVY GOING 


A great burden of work is at 
the moment falling on’ the shoul- 
ders uv. the Prime Minister. At a 
time when, in addition to the 
Feace , Conference, the Govern- 
ment js confrunted with a number 
of almost insoluble problems, not- 
ably in Egypt, Palestine and In- 
din, ewo of Mr, Attlee’s colleagues 
have been indisposed. First, the 
Forcign Secretary, Mr. Ernest 
Bevin, was ordered by his doctor 
to take a week's rest. And now 
Sir Stafford Cripps, om whose ad- 
vice Mr. Attlee has particularly 
depended in the Indian problew,, 
has been ordered into a nursing 
home in Switzerland. Most of the 
leading Cabinet Ministers have 
been in office continuously since 
1940. This period included five 
ye of war and placed a con- 
siderable strain upon them. Now, 
confronted with the tremendous 
problems of the postwar world, 
there is no doubt that’ many ot 
them are beginning to feel the 
strain, Mr. Attlee seems to have 
borne up better than most of his 
colleagues. He is a wiry and de- 
termined mun and, despite his 
small statuie, hus amore robust 
physique than many people sup 
pose. But it is not only Cabinet 
Ministers who are showing signs 
of strain and fatigue. “The House 
of Commons certainly welcomed 
its Recess.’ Although this Parlia- 
ment is little more than a year old 
and although a majority of its 
members are comparatively young 
men, the immense load of Jegisla- 
tion which the Government laid 
upon it has already begun to tell. 
It seems most unlikely that the 
Government will be able inde- 
finitely to work Parliament at 
the same pace that it has in the 
last twelve months. The Gov- 
ernment -has managed to push 
through an extraordinary amount 
of legislation largely by dealing 
with more bills in small commit- 
tees “upstairs” rather than on the 
floor of the House. Hut although 
this has speeded things up, it has 
also added to the labours of mem-. 
bers, since a very large’ number of 
them have been required to serve 
.on. committees as‘ well as attend- 
ing to their other parliamentary 
work. Most political observers 
predict a slowing-up of the Goy- 
ernment’s whole programme of 
state ownership. In particular, the 
iton and steel industry, nationali- 
vation of which was @ prominent 
feature of the, Labour Party's ‘pro- 


.|gramme at the election, seems. now 


unlikely ‘to be taken cover. before 
the next -general election in: 1950. 
All. expert: opinion [s agreed. that 
there are few industries ‘less suited 


I have recently been in both 
Italy and Switzerlund: In ¢ach 
of these countrica ,J found that 
the main topic of conversation 
was tho.

‘face for the. underlying reality. 
Having no truce comprehension 
of the forces at work, and in 
many ‘cases being by nature of 
a timid disposition, they tend 
to become alarmist and even

Mr. Li Tal-chi, who directs 
the local office of the Kuomin- 
tang, presided and introduced 
Monsignor Yu Pin, who address- 
ed the gathering on the subject 
of a United China. He stressed 
a higher emphasis, on education 
as a necessity towards the com- 
mon people achieving political 
understanding ' that would lead 
to the’ unification of the coun- 
try. i 


The Communists 


Archbishop Yu Pin said that 
the southern Chinese should 
rally with a sympathetie under- 
standing to the difficulties being 
experienced by their brethren 
in the north-western provinces, 
whose economic stability was 
being upset by a divided rule to 
tha ‘unification of which the 
Communists were — presenting 
unnecessary opposition. 

The Archbishop's. visit to the 
Colony follows a lecture tour in 
Kwangtung where he addressed 
police schools and middle schools 
on “Morality and Citizenship.” 

Monsignor Paul Yu Pin was 
appointed Archbishop in May 
this year. He ‘was the first 
Chinese: Roman Catholic Bishop 
in China. He was born in 
Manchuria. He was ordained 
to the priesthood after a term 
ut the Collegin Propaganda Fide 
(College for the Propagation of 
the Faith) in the Vatican City 
in 1930. He alao studied at the 
University of Perugia, where 
he took degrees in ‘Theology, 
Canonical Law and Political 
Science. is 

Returning to China in 1932, 
he worked with the Apostolic 
Delegate, Monsignor Zanin, and 
in 1936 was appointed the firat 
Chinese Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Nanking, shortly after the 
Chinese Government moved 
there, 

With the Japanese attack or 
Peiping, Bishop Yu Pin left for 
Chungking and subsequently 
travelled to the United States 
on an extensive lecture totr 
coupled with the raising of funds 
for the struggle against the 
invader. 

Some years earlier, he found- 
ed the “Cntholic Welfare Daily” 
which has grdwn into one of 
the most important daily papers 
in China and is published in 
Chungking, Nanking; Tientgin 
and Hankow. In recent months, 
editoria] opinion in the “Cathol- 
ic Welfare Daily” has been 
quoted ‘by several. international 
news agencies,
